still undecided she went to him and 
practically made the deal to permit 
him to name one deputy if he would 
secure favorable action by the body, 
of which he is one of the most influen­ 
tial members. 
As 
a result, 
he inti­ 
mates, the confirmation was made, but 
that then the lady failed to carry out 
the bargain. 
In addition the senator 
threatens to take the matter up with 
the executive committee of the senate 
at its first meeting and see what can 
be done about it.

HUNGER DRIVES THEM ON. 


The .press dispatches 
of 
Tuesday 
contained a description of conditions 
in one of the 
Russian 
cities w’here, 
forced by starvation, 
the 
peasants 
have gathered in the almost fruitless 
search for food. 
Other cities are in 
the samq situation and other reports 
say that the hungry hords are slowly 
but surely making their way to the 
Soviet capital. 
"They are camping in 
the streets,” says one report "housed 
in their shaky old wagons and cars, 
with their half-starved and dead hors­ 
es. 
How’ they managed to reach the 
city and from what source aid can be 
given are questions which neither they 
nor 
the 
government 
institutions to 
which they apply can answer.” 
Many writers 
on the 
situation in 
Russia, among them 
Mrs. Harrison, 
have said that the Soviet government 
would surely outlast the present fam­ 
ine, the reason being that the strength 
of the Soviet government lay in Mos­ 
cow and Petrograd and those cities 
were well supplied with food. Hence, 
it was declared, they would remain 
loyal to the Soviet, 
and 
so 
long as 
these twro industrial centers remained 
loyal, no successful revolt against the 
present regime need be expected. 
So 
many observers seem to 
hold 
essen­ 
tially this same view* that there must/ 
be some basis for it; yet it may be that 
these observers did not foresee what is 
now taking place in Russia— namely, 
a movement of the starving peasants 
from the 
country 
districts 
into the 
Soviet city strongholds. 
It seems at 
least possible that out of this migra­ 
tion' something 
important 
may de­ 
velop.

banks of its liver, crossed by two 
iron bridges.

London, Sept. 9.— Prim e M inister 
| Lloyd George’s reply to Eam onn De 
V alera’s last note, wiiich was made 
public in London

and has made the following obser­ 
vations upon it: 
“The principle of governm ent by 
consent of the governed is the foun­

An infinitive is said to be split when 
an adverb or adverbial phrase is In 
serted between “to” aud the infinitive. 
as “to readily see;” this construction 
Is not considered good English. 
As a 
sign of the possessive, “of” may be the 
equivalent of the apostrophe *\s,” or it 
may be used with the apostrophe “a” 
in a somewhat different meaning, thus: 
A salving of Wilson might rneun “a 
saying about Wilson,” while “A say­ 
ing ut Wilson's*’ would be “one of 
Wilson’s sayings,” said by Wilson him 
stdf. 
You could say “This is a hat of 
my father’s,” meaning one out of his 
numerous hats. 
The English language 
avoids the use of the genitive sign “of 
whenever possible, preferring the apos­ 
trophe with “s,” my father's hat.”
